County police 
way switch over 
to FM radio system 


Cook county squads 
of 
the 
Sheriffs highway police will soon 
be operating police calls on new 
FM equipment, if 
the 
County 
Board approves a $30,000 appro­ 
priation 
requested 
by 
Sheriff 
Michael F. Mulcahy. 
The request was revealed in a 
letter directed 
to 
the 
County 
Hoard, 
addressed 
to President 
Clayton F. Smith. 
“With an FM svstem to replace 
our worn out AM system, our po­ 
lice radio network 
will surpass 
those of the largest cities in 
America,” declared Mulcahy. 
The old AM system 
was in­ 
stalled in 1939, 
and 
furnished 
radio dispatching service to three 
villages who 
had 
squad 
cars 
equipped with radios. 
Today the 
Sheriffs highway 
police operates three central rad­ 
io stations to cover 990 square 
miles, and serves 19 villages in 
the county, including 
Arlington 
Heights, Palatine, Mt. 
Prospect, 
and others. 
Mulcahy is acting to change to 
FM on the theory that FM is a 
more effective method of trans­ 
mission of police calls. He cited 
the use made of FM by the army. 
The 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission, 
March 
I, 
1946, 
granted all police departments in 
the country a license to operate 
on the FM system on a temporary 
basis. 
Mulcahy explained that under 
frequency modulation (FM), the 
interference of static is suppress­ 
ed in the presence of a voice or 
signal. Under AM the 
voice or 
signal is suppressed to static. 
Equipment for such a change­ 
over is readily 
available, said 
Mulcahy. The equipment now in 
use has served on a 24 hour ba­ 
sis for seven years, and though 
everything possible was done to 
keep the equipment 
in 
repair, 
breakdowns are becoming more 
and more numerous. 
The change-over will 
require 
new antennae 
to 
be 
installed 
upon the 200 feet high towers bf 
the three central stations. Present 
control cabinets will not have to 
be replaced, Mulcahy revealed.

transportation. The rural district 
extends from Hintz road north 
to the county line and from Wil­ 
ke road to approximately the vil­ 
lage limits of Wheeling. 
It has 
an assessed valuation of $800,- 
000. 
If the proposition is approved, 
it means that residents in school 
district No. 20 will ne

have to pay transportation charg­ 
es or tuition for pupils attending 
the high school.

Steel shortage delays caskets and 
return to U.S. of world war dead 


Information cm the progress of 
the return of World War II dead 
was gifen last week by 
Maj. 
Gen. T. B. Larkin. quartermas­ 
ter general of the U. S. Army, 
in a speech before the annual 
encampment of the 
American 
Legion. 
“When Congress passed legis­ 
lation late last spring providing 
for return and final burial of 
our World War II dead, the res­ 
ponsibility for carrying out this 
program was given by the Sec­ 
retary of War to the Quarter­ 
master Corps. 
“Certain underlying principles 
guided our thinking as we start­ 
ed to accomplish 
this 
solemn 
duty. We were determined to 
earn' it out in keeping 
with 
the highest traditions o f democ­ 
racy. 
“First, the decision as to the 
ultimate final resting place of 
a deceased soldier, sailor, mar­ 
ine, or coast 
guardsman 
was 
left to the next of kin. 
That 
right is theirs and theirs alone. 
Second, 
we were 
determined 
that there would be no distinc­ 
tions made as to rank, 
race, 
creed or color. These principles 
guided us at the start and they 
will continue to be the 
key­ 


stone of the program. 
“Some 300,000 of our fighting 
men who died in almost every 
part of the globe are involved. 
Our American Graves Registra­ 
tion 
activities, therefore, 
have 
had to be undertaken on a glob­ 
al scale. Our work has been go­ 
ing on across the European bat­ 
tle-fields of World War II and 
on countless islands of the Pa­ 
cific which were our stepping 
stones to ultimate victory- We 
are still searching the vastness 
of a land like China and the 
jungle depths of a country Uke 
Burma to locate remains of our 
sendee people. 
“As a result of these opera­ 
tions. we have identified a to­ 
tal of 248,315 remains. In addi­ 
tion, we have located 17,084 re­ 
mains 
which 
ore 
unidentified. 
TTiJs of course does not include 
37,300 lost at sea or otherwise 
vanished. 
“A total of 91.3 per cent of 
the approximately 
290,700 re­ 
mains in all theaters possibly 
affected by the program have 
been located. 
“Most of these remains have 
now' been put to rest in tempor­ 
ary United Stater Military ceme­ 
teries overseas. These are un-

Registration Service, I give you 
this pledge; Once we have not­ 
ified next of kin of the identity 
of remains, there can 
be 
no 
doubt as to the absolute cer­ 
tainty of that identification. It 
is positive beyond the shadow 
of a doubt. 
“These, of course, are but the 
preliminary steps which 
must 
be taken as we carry out the 
wishes of Congress and the peo­ 
ple. The countless records which 
must be kept, the great 
care 
and attention which 
must be 
given remains — these are ele­ 
ments which we have considered 
more' than the matter of speed 
in accomplishing this repatria­ 
tion program. For I feel 
sin­ 
cerely, and I believe you will 
agree with me, that it is far 
more to be desired that we move 
cautiously and carefully than to 
take any chance of error. 
“All of the delays cannot be 
attributed 
to operational mat­ 
ters, however, quite frankly, we 
have had to schedule and re­ 
schedule our program for tho 
return of remains due to indus­ 
try's inability to supply caskets 
because of shortages of steel. We 
had expected that there would 
be a supply of caskets on hand 
by January which 
would 
be 
sent overseas. Last month, how­ 
ever. we were not ifieri that our 
schedules would have to be set 
back once again, this time for 
sixty days. The best estimate I 
can give you at the Dresent time

$200,000,000 annually and destroy 
enough lumber to build some 25,- 
agricultaral extension engineer, 
OOO homes,” says R. R. Parka 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture. And — even more 
important — 3,500 
persons are 
burned to death on the farms 
of the nation every year. 
To reduce loss from fire, Parks 
points out that the first step 
is to remove all possible fire 
hazards by repairing faulty flues, 
cleaning up trash around build­ 
ings, and taking care in using 
matches, inflammable 
oils and 
materials and in handling such 
crops as green hay. 
Even with the best housekeep­ 
ing and safety precautions, there 
may still be a few fires. There­ 
fore Parks advcxates organizing 


I fire protection groups for fight­ 
ing fires in farm communities. 
! Illinois now has over IOO rural

It is highly calcified, con­ 
fining about 98 per cent of inorganic 
salts and 2 per cent organic mate­ 
rial and water. About 90 per cent 
of the inorgann salts consists of 
tricak'ium *»hosphr.te. The remain­ 
ing IO per cent consist* of calcium 
carbonate, magnesium 
phosphate, 
:akium fluoride and small amounts 
sodium and potassium. The or­ 
ganic components are water, about 
1.5 per cent, and keratin about 0.5 
>er cent 
Dentin, which comprises 
the bulk of the tooth, somewhat re­ 
sembles bone. It consists oi about 
70 per cent inorganic salts and 
ibout JO per cent organic material. 
The main inorganic salts, like those 
!*f enamel, consist of tricalcium 
phosphate and other salts of cal­ 
lum and magnesium. The organic 
components of dentin arc water and 
dental matrix, which contains very 
fine collagenous (jelly-like) mate­ 
rial. Dental matrix is identical with 
t>one matrix and. like the latter, 
fields slue when boiled.

Family Hes 
worry convicts 
most in prison 


The major cause of unhappi­ 
ness in convicts, 50 per cent of 
whom believe they have not been 
“reasonably happy” in prison, is 
concern for their families, accord­ 
ing to a study reported in the 
current Issue of the Journal cf 
Criminal Law and Criminology, 
published by the Northwestern 
University Press. 
The study was made by Ray­ 
mond Corsini, institutional psy­ 
chologist 
at 
Auburn 
(Illinois) 
prison, who interviewed 50 con­ 
victs about to be paroled. 
The 
prisoners, whp 
were promised 
anonymity, were asked 12 ques­ 
tions, including “What were the 
main causes of your 
unhappi­ 
ness?” 
The largest group — 23 con­ 
victs — said worry over their 
families. 
In second place were 
causes related to 
confinement, 
listed by 20 convicts. Third were 
prison conditions and fourth were 
feelings of guilt and remorse. 
The poll showed that 60 per­ 
cent of the prisoners felt that 
they personally 
had 
benefit'd 
from incarceration, but only 34 
per cent believed that their fel­ 
low inmates benefited. One pris­ 
oner said that confinement was 
beneficial only “if a man serves 
less than five years.” Sixty-four 
per cent said that they had been 
helped to understand therruehvs 
by the prison staff or by one or 
more fellow convicts. 
Of 44 who gave replies when 
asked the cause of their crimes, 
30 per cent said need for money, 
25 per cent said drink, ll per cent 
said foolishness, and 7 per cent 
said environment. 
Six men de­ 
nied committing crimes. 
“Most of the men tended to ac­ 
cept the blame for their crimes, 
rather than to put the blame on 
outside causes such as environ­ 
ment,” Corsini stated. 
Asked 
what 
annoyed 
them 
most while in prison, 18 said 
| nothing bothered them and 
34 
made complaints such as alleged 
regimentation, inefficiency, 
red 
tape, noise at night, and low mor­ 
als. inconsiderateness, and sexual 
i degeneracy of inmates.

Dread anthrax disease

Anthrax, a disease 
which 
is 
highly contagious and often fat* 
a1 to both livestock and man, 
recently occurred 
in a 
dairy 
herd in northern Illinois. Vet­ 
erinarians of the University of 
Illinois College 
of 
Veterinary 
Medicine confirmed the diagno­ 
sis of the disease made by a 
local veterinary practitioner. 
Dr. H. S. Bryan, instructor in 
veterinary pathology 
and hy­ 
giene in the college, says that 
in dry weather 
pastures 
are 
grazed closer to the ground than 
usual Also, low. swampy areas 
in pastures dry up and are graz­ 
ed by cattle. Such a situation 
probably accounts for the out­ 
break in northern Illinois, as 
the anthrax grim lives in the 
soil, ard may remain dormant 
for years in ground subject to 
periodic flooding, 
in 
marshy 
land or in soil rich in decom­ 
posed vegetable or animal m at­ 
ter. 
In its most common form, an­ 
thrax. which is caused by the 
germ Bacillus anthracia, resem­ 
bles blood poisoning (septicemia) 
and is characterized by its quick 
onset end rapidly fatal course. 
Prompt diagnosis and adminis­ 
tration 
of 
anti-anthrax 
serum 
by 
a 
veterinarian 
will 
keep 
losses to a minimum. 
Prompt 
action by the owner of the in­ 
fected northern Illinois herd in 
calling a veterinarian resulted 
in the loss of only three animals 
from the herd. 
According to Dr. Bryan, an­ 


thrax may be spread by con­ 
tamination of the soil, drinking 
water or pastures with excreta 
and discharges of discased ani­ 
mals. Dogs, coyotes 
and buz­ 
zards are potential carriers, and 
virulent anthrax 
organisms are 
frequently found in flies feed­ 
ing on the carcasses of diseased 
animals. 
Humans may become infected 
with anthrax through direct con­ 
tact with diseased animals or 
their discharges or with the car­ 
casses of diseased animals. Or 
they may contract th* discase by 
handling hides, 
furs, hair or 
other animal by-products. 
To prevent infection, animals 
dying of anthrax 
should 
be 
promptly burned or buried deep­ 
ly, together with all manure, 
bedding, bloods tain* I soil and 
other 
contaminated 
material. 
Herds that have come into con­ 
tact with anthiax-infcoted Soil 
should be vaccinated, lf practi­ 
cable, an immediate change of 
pasture is hclpfuL 
From both an economic and 
public health 
standpoint, 
an­ 
thrax

It strikes sud 
denly, usually takes a heavy toll 
and leaves the soil infected for 
long periods.

Now is the best time to control 
those cattle lice that do so much

months, says H. B. Petty, entom­ 
ologist at the University of Illi­ 
nois College of Agriculture. Kill 
the parents or grandparents of 
the lice that do their work in the 
winier, and you control the dam­ 
aging lice themselves. 
“If you have only a few ani­ 
mals and if they’re gentle, you 
can use DDT dust to control lice,” 
says Petty. “A five percent DDT i 
prepared dust worked into the 
animals hair will give satisfas* I 
tory 
control. 
The 
treatment I 
should cover the 
body fairly 
well, as lice do not migrate very 
much after they become estab­ 
lished.”

If a spray is used, the entom­ 
ologist 
recommends

16 
pounds of 50 per cent water-wet- 
table DDT powder to IOO gallons 
of water. 
For dipping, either the oil- 
emulsifiable DDT or the water- 
wettable powder should be used 
at a strength of 0.2 per cent. 
That means eight pounds of the 
50 per cent wettable powder to

gallons 
of 
water,”

points out. The dip should be 
stirred constantly so that it will 
not settle.

In 1827 the Illinois Legislature 
enacted a law defining public 
nuisance. After being amended 
several times the law received 
a final revision in 1943 and now 
provides that “It 
is a public 
•huisancc: 
“To cause or suffer the car­ 
cass of any animal or any offal, 
filth or noisome substance to be 
collected, deposited or to remain 
in any place, to the prejudice 
of others. 
‘ To throw or deposit any of­ 
fal or other offensive matter, or 
the carcass of any dead animal, 
; in any water course, lake, pond, 
spring, well or common sewer, 
street or public* highway. 
“To render impure the water 
of any spring, 
river, 
stream, 
pond or lake to the injury of 
others. 
“To obstruct cwt encroach upon 
public highways, private ways.. I 
.. and ways to burying grounds 


The law specifies other public 
nuisance*, but the ones listed 
arc most in point as affecting; 
farming areas. 
It is well established by the 
courts in Illinois that a rendering 
works may be adjudged a public 
nuisance where offending smells 
are not controlled. With respect 
to stream pollution, the courts 
state that while it is true that 
every owner should enjoy reas­ 
onable use of a stream, he has 
no right to destroy its use to 
those below him. Such acts as I 
putt'ng a gate across a highway 
and building or fencing out into 
the road are clearly nuisances 
under this law. Other acts which 
have traditionally been "regarded 
as public nuisances may still be 
so despite the fact that they may 
not be enumerated in the law. 
Also, an individual owner may 
be the only one to suffer for the 
acts cf another. The act in such 
a case would not amount to a

which moved from old locations » 
to new, larger quarters within 
the area, make a total of 171 new 
or expanded industries for north­ 
ern Illinois in the 
nine-month 
!>oriod. 
This compares with 118 
tor the entire year of 1945. 
The ITI 
establishments 
will 
employ over 28,000 people with 
an annual payroll estimated at 
$57,000,000. 
The 118 industries 
which located in northern Illin­ 
ois during 1945 are employing an 
estimated 17,000 persons drawing 
annual wages of about $34,000,- 
000. 
Thus, in the 21 months since 
January I, 1945, the area has at­ 
tracted 289 new or “transplanted” 
industries employing an estim at­

Veterans in the Illinois region 
who have not filed claim for 
disability or illness incurred in 
the service arc urged to do so 
as soon as possible by Robert D. 
Beer, Manager of the Veterans 
Administration 
Illinois 
Region. 
This advice includes those vet­ 
erans w'ho have become ill since 
their discharge. 
“There are physical disabilities 
and illness which appear within 
the year of the veteran's separa­ 
tion from service” Beer pointed 
out “and which m ay»have had 
their origin in service. 
Hence. 
they may be service-connected.” 
The warning to file disability 
claims is particularly timely at 
this time because of increasing 
evidence from contact with vet­ 
erans that the right to file claims 
is not understood. This means 
that veterans may be losing com­ 
pensation as well as medical care 
for w'hich they may be eligible. 
“Claims should be filed as soon 
as possible after separation ’ Beer 
stressed. “The longer the filing 
is delayed, the greater the bur­ 
den of proving service-connec- 
tion.” 
Veterans are entitled to medi­ 
cal care by the VA for an injury 
or illness having its inception or 
having been aggravated in the 
service. Such conditions are best 
established as being service-con­ 
nected by records of treatment 
or hospitalization during service. 
Evidence may be substantiated 
by medical care administered by 
civilian doctors after the veteran 
has been discharged. 
Affidavits of employers and 
others are also helpful. If no rec­ 
ords of illness or injury are avail­ 
able, then affidavits of compan­ 
ions in the service 
are 
helpful 
proof 
in 
establishing 
service- 
connection.

The use of a new dum m y-type 
switchboard 
for training new ­ 
comers to the rapidly expanding 
force of the Illinois Bell Tele­ 
phone company was announced 
today. This new training sw itch­ 
board is of m ajor im portance in 
viewr of the shortage of commun­ 
ication equipm ent. It reduces to 
a minimum the training time that 
freshm an operators must spend 
at regular switchboard positions, 
and thus perm its m axim um use 
of the regular switchboards for 
customers* calls. 
The

board, 
officially 
known as the “energized photo­ 
graphic training unit'*, uses only 
a fraction of the scarce equip­ 
ment required 
in

switchboard. Although full size. 
it weighs only 350 pounds as 
compared to the 5700 pounds of 
the 
intricately wired 
standard 
switchboard section. The “photo” 
in its nam e comes from the fact 
that the face of the new board 


. is only a lifesize photograph of 
I the face of a standard sw itch­ 
board, pasted on a wooden frame. 
To activate the photo-board, a 
skeletonized set of switchboard 
equipm ent 
is 
installed 
in 
it, 
enabling the instructor to set up 
calls 
representative 
of

handled in a telephone central 
office. Thus, the budding “voice 
with a smile” can acquire the 
know-how' of her new vocation 
in a way that w'ill leave the 
regular 
switchboard 
positions 
clear for speedy handling of cus­ 
tom er calls.

Telephone 
company has 24 of these 
units 
now in operation through-out its 
territory. It is expected that 33 
additional photo-boards will soon 
be set up as part of tile com­ 
pany’s program to train hundreds 
of new' operators needed to han­ 
dle the ever-increasing volume of 
telephone calls.
